He has initiated a training course to form Imams 
and Mourchidate (women preachers^ to promote a very tolerant Islam 
At the same time, he launched religious TV and radio channels to 
cultivate appreciation of Islam based on tolerance, understanding and 
respect of other religions.

Creating a model for progress and reform as a Muslim nation. After the 
Arab Spring of 2011, which saw large but peaceful demonstrations for 
reform, the King proposed significant constitutional reforms. They passed 
overwhelmingly in a referendum and resulted in new elections Nov> 25, 
2011, after which the King appointed Abdelilah Benkirane from the winning 
PJD, a moderate Islamist party, as the new primer minister. (Before the 
recent reforms, the King chose the prime minister as he saw fit.)

The leftist regimes of Cuba and Algeria spurred a local 
nomadic tribe/which had previously migrated among WS, 
Mauritania, Mali and Algeria, to assert a claim of 
"independence" for WS under the name "Polisario."

Polisario maintains refugee camps in Algeria and has come 
under increasing international criticism for its severe human 
rights abuses against those interred |i the camps. 

In contrast to Algeria, which refuses inspection of its 
refugee camps, Morocco has always given access to 
international and local human rights NGOs and diplomats 
to visit and assess the human rights situation in WS. 
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Morocco has invested billions of dollars in WS to promote 
education, housing, and economic developmprii 

Morocco spends about 2% of its GDP maintaining the 
security of WS. 

As a compromise between total incorporation and total 
independence, Morocco proposed in 2007 an autonomy 
plan whereby WS would choose its own leaders and make 
its own laws, with Morocco maintaining responsibility for 
security and [ foreign affairs. Between the competing 
proposals, Morocco's offers the broadest extension of the 
franchise to those with legitimate ties to the region.

Morocco can never allow — nor would any other country in its 
position allow— WS to become an 'Independent state," because 
as such it would be incredibly weak, a failed state from Day One, 
and a magnet for terrorism, drug trafficking, human trafficking 
and other evils. 

Since 9/1 1 , a branch of al-Qaeda kn0wn as al-Qaeda in Islamic 
Maghreb ("AQfM") has moved into Algeria and the Sahet (j ust 
south of WS). 

AQIM has aligned with the Polisario and used members of the 
Polisario to carry out kidnappings and terrorist attacks in the region. 

Recent instability in Mali, where 2/3 of the country has fallen into 
the hands of various rebel groups, has led to an even greater 
presence of AQIM in the northern part of that country, near Wl.

An Independent" WS Would Inevitably lead to further 
expansion of al-Qaeda in the region. 

The UN has had the WS issue before it for dtoades and has^ 
not helped to move closer to a resolution. 

Although the separatist movement was largely manufactured 
by Cuba and Algeria, and Morocco would probably win a 
referendum, it is crystal clear that, for obvious security reasons, 

1 . Morocco could never allow WS to become an "independent state," 

2. the U.S. could not afford to ha^ 
state," and 

3. no nation that cares about international security should want VtfS 
to becortie ah "independent state." 
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The U.S. could help Its allyMor^ to 
accept the autonomy plan for WS, 

This would greatly diminish the destabilizing effect of the 
Algerian-supported separatist movement and would allow 
the region to make dramatic strides in economb 
development. 

The current uncertainty and clestabilization that accompany 
the threat of independent statehood" have prevented 
greater investment and development in the region, which 
would be the best protection against terrorism
